Noted civil libertarian attorney 
Mark Lane has joined the staff of 
Zionist Watch,” as associate editor 
of the recently established twice- 
monthly newsletter. 

“Mark will be a valuable addition to 
Zionist Watch’,” said Victor Marchet- 
ti.

Lane, as an attorney, has represented a 
diversity of clients, some of whom 
brought suit in an effort to put an end to 
the tax-exempt status of a number of 
powerful agencies and organizations 
which are part of the Israel lobby in this 
country.

Although Lane is probably best 
known to readers of The SPOTLIGHT 
as the general counsel for Liberty Lob- 
by, .the Washington-based populist in- 
stitution, the attorney first became 






famous as the earliest pioneer in the in- 
dependent investigations of the assas- 
sination of President John F. Kennedy. 

“Rush to Judgment,” Lane’s fierce 
critique .of the Warren Commission 
cover-up, was a major best-seller, spark- 
ing global interest. 

(On page 25 of this issue appears a 
review by Lane of retired House Speaker 
Thomas P. [Tip] O’Neill’s memoirs. 
Lane focuses • on O’Neill’s revelations 
relating to the belief by President Ken- 
nedy’s closest associates that Kennedy 
was the victim of a conspiracy and how 
they “reconstructed" their own views to 
fit the Warren Commission’s “one lone 
nut” scenario.) 

“Mark's talents as an investigator will 
be a great asset to ZW,” said Marchetti. 
“Not only has Mark done some ground- 
breaking work in cracking open the mys- 
teries surrounding the Kennedy assas- 
sination, but he has also brought forth 



new evidence on the murder of Martin 
Luther King Jr.” 

A former member of the New York 
state assembly, Dane was active in' the 
civil rights movement in the 1960s, apd 
was a friend of Dr. King. 

Lane currently serves as a counsel for 
King’s accused killer, James Earl Ray. 
Ray, asserting his innocence and charg- 
ing that he has been framed, has sought 
a new trial. Lane assumed charge of 
Ray’s defense at the urging of Dr. King’s 
widow, Coretta.Scott King.
